We, the membere of the Safety Committee of the Qity of Austin, have been
preﬂente& with a map of the proposed filling station to be oonstruo%ed at the
gouthwest corner of Sixteenth and San Jacinto Streete for final approval. The
original application received from the Mapnolia Petroﬁeum Qompany dated January 7,
1930, was considered by the 0ity Gouncil on January 1l4t¢h, 1920, and the site was
tentatively approved by the 0ity Council as a filling station eite on January 1l4th
1930, as of record in the Minutes of the Oity Clerk.

We, the Safety Committee, recommend that said permit be granted subject to
the following conditions:

All equipment to e
inspeocted and approved before being placed in service.

(4) That gasoline pumps and other equipment used in connection with the operation
of o gasoline £1lling station ahall be go locnted that care receiving service
therefrom will not in any wa¥ obetruct the sldewalk, street or alleyway. The
pumpe shall be at lemst ten (10) feet inaide the property 1line and all equipment
shall be not less than thirty (30) feet from adjoining residence. That the
length of nll water hose shall be such that eny water leaklng from same cannot
reach the Qity sidewalk area and that the length of all gasoline hose shall be
such that a car desiring service cannot be served while any portion of eald car
is on the Oity sidewnlk area.

(5) That electrio lights only shall be used for lighting purposes, and all
electric wiring shall be done in compliance with regulatlons governing the wir-
éng oz ga:oline f11ling stations, and shall be approved by the City Electrical

epartment.

(6) That "NO SUOKING" signs shall be displayed at all times and no person shall
be pgrmigted to emoke or have any open flame on premisen where gasoline ie ecld
or stored.

(7) Thet there shall be kept in an accessible place at all times a chemical
fire extinguisher for emerzency use.

(2) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste oils or water
or any floor washing shall ever paes over the City sidewalk area and that all of
8aid oils and water ehall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand trap
which shall be constructed in mccordance with our standard plan 2-H~H8, and shall
be conducted by a pipe connection from sald sand trap to the nearest c{ty storm
sewer at the expense of the applicant. Before commencement of any construction
the applicant shall apply to the City Enrineer for an eptimate of the copt of
that portion of the storm sewer which will have to be built within any city
street or alley and shall depcait in escrow 2 sum equal to sald estimate with
the City Finance Director.
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(9) That all adjmocent walks, ramps, gutters and ourbs shall be construoted of
ooncrete before the station 1a used.

(10) That the applicant shall construct all rampe, gutters and curbs and alley
paving in accordance with plan No., 2-G-148, which plan ie hereby made a part of

thies resolution.

(11) That all gasoline pumps, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto shall
be inepected and approved by the Qity Plumbing Inspector, and the mechanio employed
by the applicant to install the gasoline equipment shall apply to Plumbing Inspect-
or for a special permit and shall give Plumbing Inspector sufflclent notice when

ready for inspection.

{(12) That the applicant or the mechanic employed by the applicant to make the
